‘REPORT PROGRESS 


ON AGREEMENT 


Both Sides Hopeful 
Strike Scheduled for 
Tomorrow May Be 
Averted—Sessions to 
Be Resumed. 


Representatives of Southwest- 
ern Bell Telephone Co. and the 
CIO Communications Workers 
Union recessed a four-hour ne- 
gotiation session this afternoon 
with both sides expressing con- 
fidence that “definite progress” 
had been made toward an agree- 
ment which would prevent a sys- 
stem-wide strike 
start at 6 a.m. tomorrow. 


Emerging from the conference 
about 1 p.m., Waldo G. Mueller, 
assistant vice president .of the 
company and head of its bar- 
gaining committee, said: 

“There is no over-all agree- 
ment, but we think there are 
some definite indications of 
progress.“ 

Frank P. Lonergan, vice presi- 
— of CWA-CIO District 6, 
said: 

“There has been definite prog- 
ress.” 


The respective committees of 
the company and union met sep- 
arately after the joint talks and 
were expected to get together 
again about 4 p.m. 

Official Strike Deadline. 

The strike deadline for 53,000 
telephone workers in six states 
was announced officially by 
Lonergan last night but Mueller 
said today that the company’s 
position had been modified 
somewhat. 

He would not say in what 
manner the position had been 
modified. The Post-Dispatch 
was told earlier, however, that 
the modification meant that 
Southwestern Bell was trying to 
“meet some of the union de- 
mands on wages and other 
money issues.” 

Lonergan said he was hope- 
ful that today’s conferences 
would result in specific pro- 
posals by the company which 
would be acceptable to the 
union. 

“The union is making every 
effort to reach a settlement,” he 
added. 

We're not pounding the 
table,” Lonergan added, “but 
these talks have been going on 
since June 3. We're now down 


to five fundamental issues. and 
we have to have some satisfac- 
tio on these e strike 


starts on schedule. 
Lonergan said the union would 


not accept the company’s offer 


of wage increases ranging from 
$1 to $2.50 a week for the non- 
supervisory employes, princi- 
pally because most of the work- 
ers would receive the minimum 
or only slightly above it. 
Company’s Offer. 

The company offer, as it stood 
last night, averaged 314 cents an 
hour additional for the em- 
ployes. The union, while mak- 
ing no specific recommendations, 
has indicated that the average 
hourly increase is less than half 
of the amount required for set- 
tlement. 

Wages for non-supervisory em- 
ployes in the company range 
from $40 a week for beginning 
operators to $95 for top re- 
pairmen. 

In addition to wages, Loner- 
gan listed the basic issues in 
the contract talks as follows: 

Reclassification of employes 
in certain cities to higher wage 
brackets; shortening the time re- 
quired for employes to achieve 
the maximum wages provided 
under the contract; night differ- 
ential in terms of shorter hours 
for operators working late night 
hours, and a pay differential for 
service assistants, or overseers, 
in the traffic department. 


While negotiations were in 
progress here at the top level, 
about 3000 telephone workers 
in Kansas City and four nearby 
towns struck, 24 hours before 
the deadline. Picketing took 
place at Southwestern Bell 
buildings at Kansas City, Mo., 
and Kansas City, Kan., and 
Lee’s Summit,-Belton and Inde- 
pendence, Mo.

A native of St. Louis, the 29- 
year-old soldier served for three 
years in the European Theater 
in World War II and was re- 
called into the Army as a reserv- 
ist in September 1950, his wife 
said. He arrived in Korea the 
following January and was re- 
ported missing in April 1951.

40 Years of Strife. ; 

Behind today’s turmoil lies a 
history of more than 40 years of 
strife, sometimes bloody, some- 
times political, between the 
fierce Berber tribes of the south 
and the city dwellers in the 


north. 

The Sultan, who has been the. 
Mosiem religious and tem 
ruler, is supported by the mer- 
chants and dwellers in the urban 
areas, who are of a different 
type than the warrior hill tribes 
who give partial allegiance to the 
Pasha. Just how much popular 
support each leader has in a 
country where political beliefs 
are unstable and pride is easily 
hurt is not precisely. known. 

The French fought for the 
unification of the country, which 
is about the size of California, 
in the early years of this cen- 
tury when there were two sul- 
tans, one in the north and the 
other in the south. In 1912 Mo- 
rocco became a formal protec- 
torate of the French, and they 
supported the northern Sultan, 
whose successor is 
hammed. 

By the terms of the protec- 
torate the French are obliged to 
support the Sultan, but the 
Pasha, a man in his eighties, has 
perhaps been more pro-French 
than the Sultan, He has always 
been reluctant to accept the 
authority of the Sultan. 

The $64 Question. 

Just what side the French are 
backing may be termed the $64 
question, Paris is not committed 
in the dispute. Theoretically, a

That ‘situation derives from

Why Back a Sure Loser in Asia? 


WASHINGTON. 


T IS UNUSUAL for a great power entering upon a major diplo- 
mais tngsctation to ds whee vo aha at tty teens Nations last 
week—to invite a showing of how few governments agree with 
it, to dramatize to the world its isolation among the leading powers 


of Asia and of Europe. 
The question of who is to sit 


at the conference table was not tr 


so important as that. After all, 
if ever we achieve our diplo- 
matic objec- 

tives in Korea iia Mii 
it will be done 
not by exclud- : 


the powers that 
must live with 
it. For no en- 
during Korean 
settlement is 
conceivable 
which is not underwritten by 
China, Russia and Japan, the 
three great powers which will 
always be v and directly 
concerned with Korea. 

The notion that a lasting Ko- 
rean settlement could be made 
by direct negotiation between 
Red China and the United States 
—which is what our original 
proposals implied—is not seri- 
ous. 


No Unity Under Rhee. - 


But though it was not a seri- 
ous proposal, in the sense that 
Mr. Dulles and Mr. Lodge can 
have had the slightest belief 
that they could unify Korea in 
such a negotiation, they may 
have had to make the sugges- 
tion nonetheless. They have had 
a hard time inducing President 
Rhee not to spoil the truce, and 
a very large part of the induce- 
ment to him has been in the 
form of understandings, no 
clearer than was avoidable, 
which would, if they were car- 
ried out, make Dr. Rhee’s pre- 
diction come true. His predic- 
tion is that the conference must 
fail. 

The crucial understandings, so 
at least Dr. Rhee professes to 
believe, is that the United States 
is committed to the unification 
of Korea under his government. 
Dr. Rhee knows, of course, that 
this can never be done at any 
conference, and that is why he 
keeps on saying that the con- 
ference will fail and that there 
must then be a resumption of 
the war. 


Escaping Explanations. 


He is entirely right as to that: 
Korea can never be united un- 
der the Rhee government except 
by winning a total military vic- 
tory over Red China, with the 
Soviet Union remaining a non- 
belligerent. 

Insofar as we are committed 
to the unification of Korea un- 
der the Rhee government, it 
would be awkward and embar- 
rassing if the political confer- 
ence developed serious and in- 
teresting plans for the unifica- 
tion of Korea by free elections 
in all of Korea. For Dr. Rhee is 
opposed to free elections. He 
could not win the election. And 
that no doubt is why we have 
had to take a stand for the ex- 
clusion of India. 

In all probability the Indians 
would have taken the lead, as 
they did in bringing about the 
truce. They would have formu- 
lated a plan for the unification 
of Korea. Such a plan, how- 
ever interesting and promising, 
would have had one fatal defect 
from the point of view of Dr. 
Rhee.

However, while the issue can 
perhaps be avoided for a brief 
period, the issue of Rhee versus 
free elections will surely be 
raised before the Korean con- 
ference can meet in October. 
That is to say, proposals will 
surely be made somewhere, 
even if they cannot be made in 
the political conference itself, 
for the unification of Korea by 
free elections. Though we are 
ourselves unable to make such 
proposal without risking a break 
with Dr. Rhee, when the propo- 
sal is made, we shall not be able 
to refuse to discuss it. 

There is no doubt, 1 think, 
that the proposal will be made. 
The new Soviet note about Ger- 
man unification, which coincides 
with the meeting of the U.N., 
may, in fact, contain the pattern 
of what the Communist states 


will propose for the unification 
of Korea. 


Asians Dominate Asia. 


The pattern, as they propose 
it, will almost surely be unac- 
ceptable in that they are so 
likely to begin the process of 
unification, not with the election 
of a constituent assembly under 
neutral auspices, but with a hy- 


brid Communist-anti-Communist | 


provisional government. But they 
will have the diplomatic initia- 
tive, as they have it on the Ger- 
man question in Europe. 

It would be far better if, in- 
stead of having to identify our- 
selves with Dr. Rhee’s fears and 
prejudices about India, we were 
able to encourage the offer of 
a plan of Korean unification 
which was agreeable to popular 
feeling in Asia. 

For that, the moral weight of 
India thrown for or against the 
plan of settlement, is immense 
and probably decisive, 

Making all the necessary al- 
lowances for the practical diffi- 
culties of our excessive entan- 
glement, we must keep in mind 
that we are trying to make a 
settlement in the Far East. A 
settlement cannot be made in 
Asia which is not founded upon 
the realities of power, interest, 
and sentiment in Asia. 

The realities in Asia that 
must be considered are at a 
minimum not only on mainland 
China and Russia but also Japan 
and India. The sooner, there- 
fore, we accustom ourselves to 
the idea that in the long run the 
United States must and will dis- 
engage itself from Korea, the 
more realistic and constructive 
will be our policy while we are 
still involved in the Korean 
peninsula.

TO PEACE BY BARC 


He Says Just Settlement 
There Will Decide 
World’s Future. 


OYSTER BAY, N.Y., Aug. 19 
(INS)—Bernard M. Baruch, who 
is 83 years old today, said that 
in his opinion “the German 
situation” is the key to world 


ace. 

In an interview, he declared 
Germany is “the crux of the 
whole thing,” and that the ques- 
tion of a just settlement in 


Germany ‘(will decide peace or 


war in the future.” 

Baruch, attired in a gray 
bathrobe and wearing a long- 
peaked jockey cap, sat relaxed 
beside the swimming pool at his 
summer estate near Oyster Bay. 
He remarked that “fellows get 
old because they chuck it,” re- 
tiring from business at the age 
of 60 or 65. 


“Years make no difference,” 
he declared. Some people 
never grow old. They remain 
young in spirit and perform- 
ance.” 

He believes in the art of re- 
laxation. He said that after a 
hard job in Wall Street or else- 
where it was his practice to slip 
down to his South Carolina es- 
tate to be “close to the soil” 
and get a new perspective. 

In a serious vein, he went on: 

“Wars are caused by economic 


difficulties. We never learn how 
to combat the simple things, 
such as the law of supply and 
demand. You have got to move 
in consonance with the law of 
supply and demand. We 
shouldn’t lie down and become 
overcome by a giant depression. 
We, and all nations, have made 
great discoveries, such as anti- 
biotics and the atomic bomb. 
But we have failed to learn how 
to combat economic upheavals.” 


“I do think wars can be pre- 
vented,” declared Baruch, with- 
out giving his views on how it 
could be done. 

“Why should people kill each 
other?” he asked. “What have 
they to gain? I tell you some- 
thing: When we have freedom 


and peace we will have utopia.

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fact the flight of a dove may be 
swift, slow, straightaway, or er- 
ratic. They have been clocked 
at 40 miles per hour. 


In spite of its small size, a 
dove can carry away a heavy 
load of lead. Shot sizes smaller 
than 7½ will result in many lost 
birds. Many hunters prefer 7s 
or 6s for doves because their 
feathers are tougher than those 
of the bobwhite and the primary 
wing feathers are extremely dif- 
ficult to penetrate. 

Nest Three Times a Season. 


In Missouri and Illinois doves 
normally nest three times dur- 
ing the season. Game technicians 
claim that half of the doves in 
these states are produced within 
the city limits of cities and 
towns. The other half nests in 
trees and fields near the home- 
steads of farms. Possibly no 
other bird constructs as 
a nest as the dove. They seem to 
be so busy billing: and cooing 
that the welfare of their off- 
spring is incidental. The average 
dove nest looks like someone 
threw a handful of twigs up on 
a limb and a bird, in passing, 
laid a couple of eggs therein. 


Even the selection of the nest . 


site is a random affair, varying 
from stump tops to shed roofs, 
although large tree limbs are 
preferred, 

Though two broods a year per 
pair are common for - doves 
which nest in Missouri and IIli- 
nois, as many as four have been 
recorded, and pairs are some- 
times found nesting after the 
season opens in September. The 
number of eggs found in a nest 

seldom more than two. The 
guns are hatched naked except

bodies, . They are fed at 

on a fluld known as “pig- 
eon milk,” which is an actual 
form of milk secreted in the 
crop of the adult bird. A young 
dove inserts its bill into the 
parent’s mouth and the latter 
regurgitates the milk by a spas- 
modic jerking of the body. Cur- 
iously enough, the males also 
have mammary glands and they, 
too, secrete “pigeon’s milk.” The 
lactation period of both parents 
coincides with the period the 
young are fed. Another habit 
peculiar to them is the manner 
in which the dove drinks—it 
keeps its bill immersed in water 
instead of tipping its head back 
to drink in the conventional 
fowl fashion. 

Pientiful in Ozarks. 


Doves seem to be plentiful in 
the Ozarks and a month of 
sporty shooting is in the offing. 
If the drouth continues, farm 
ponds and waterholes will fur- 
nish the best locale in the late 
afternoon when the birds come 
in for their bedtime drink. 
Never make the mistake of hav- 
ing your favorite bird dog pick 
up your fallen birds. The feathers 
of the young birds are lightly 
attached to their bodies and, on 
retrieving, the dog will get a 
mouthful of feathers which are 
difficult to dislodge. The dis- 
tasteful feathers will cause the 
dog to paw at its mouth but the 
feathers will still remain and 
the dog’s master will have to 
render an assist. In all prob- 
ability, especially if it is a 
young dog, it will never re- 
trieve another bird of any 
species after this experience. 

Wheat and oat stubble, where 
there is an opportunity for the 
nimrods to conceal themselves 
from the feeding birds, are ideal 
sites for productive hunting. 
Doves are primarily grain eaters 
and very few insects are in- 
cluded in their diet. Regardless 
of whether they are found near 
a farm pond or in a wheat stub- 
ble field, many confirmed dove 
hunters will maintain that dove

Too little known is the fact that eating solid food at 
regular intervals guards you against ordinary peptic ulcer. 
‘Whether the food be hay or hamburger matters not. Bev- 
erages can't be substituted for solid food because liquids 
don’t remain in the stomach long enough. 

Adequate rest, regular exercise, and avoidance of all 


- excesses (including emotional storms) are keys to living in 
. better health. * 


Regular breaks in the day’s routine help you, particular- 


‘ Jy when your job is an exacting one. These prevent mistake- 


inducing fatigue or emotional tension from creeping up on 
you. The mid-morning and mid-afternoon coffee break has 
earned its place in many industrial plants by increasing 
working efficiency. Executives, housewives and doctors often 


neglect such rest stops for themselves.

TAKING ADVANTAGE of these 10- or 15-minute rest 
intervals by stretching them out ruins their usefulness. A 
- qQuarter-hour stop for refreshment can increase working 
efficiency enough to more than make up for the rest 
period. This isn't true when the rest stops lengthen into an 
hour, or if they are taken too often. 
Below are 13 health hints for harried humans: 
1. Get as much sleep (or rest in bed) nightly as you 
need to awaken alert. This may be seven hours for one 
person, nine for another. ? 


2. Start the day one-half hour earlier to avoid rush 
- and allow a leisurely breakfast. 


3. Eat a substantial breakfast, such as fruit or juice, 
- cereal, meat or egg, toast and coffee. 


4. Don’t let people gang up on you at the office— 
space appointments to give yourself periods of respite.
